2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In addition to 
the teachings of claims 1 , 4, 7, 9 and 1 4, as a whole, closest art of record to teach or 
suggest among other thing, 

" an interpreting unit that determines whether the instruction data includes instruction 
which instructs to execute a plurality of parallel-executable processes in serial; a 
rewriting unit that rewrites the instruction data to instruct to execute the plurality of 
parallel-executable processes in parallel under the condition that the interpreting unit 
determines that the instruction data includes instruction which instructs to execute the 
plurality of parallel- executable processes in serial, and a cooperative processing unit 
that controls, on the basis of the rewritten instruction data, a plurality of service 
processing apparatuses connected to a network to execute the plurality of service 
processes on the document data in parallel."
